General Level of Employment and Employment in Manufacturing 


Changes in the Tables 
Union of South Africa. 


The series appearing hitherto in the Swpplement have been replaced by 
new interim indices. 


Definition and coverage. The employment indices cover mining, quarrying, 
transport (railways, harbours and urban passenger transport services in 
Cape Town, Port Elizabeth, Durban, Johannesburg and Pretoria) and 
manufacturing, building, construction and electricity undertakings. 

Employment data for mining represent the average number of persons 
in employment during the month ; the data for South African railways and 
harbours refer to the number of persons in employment at the end of the 
month and include railway employees in the territory of South-West Africa 
(about 6,000 in 1951). The figures for manufacturing, construction, etc., refer 
to the average number of persons who receive pay for specified days (each 
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Tuesday) irrespective of status or function (including part-time workers 
and those on leave with pay or temporarily laid off with pay). 


Computation. A census of the industrial establishments is conducted 
annually throughout the whole country and comprises manufacturing, 
construction and electricity undertakings. Establishments provide informa- 
tion for their own financial years but this may be considered to cover roughly 
the period from July to June the following year. The average of data for 
two consecutive census years is taken to refer approximately to the calendar 
year included in the period. 

The monthly returns collected from the selected establishments are 
linked to the latest available annual census results to obtain an index of 
employment for the month ; the index numbers are revised whenever later 
industrial census data become available. 

At present the index is an “interim index ”, which it is intended to 
revise at some future date. It has been calculated for the years 1935 to 
date on the base 1948= 100. 


Norway. 

The employment series (general level and manufacturing) have been 
revised back to 1948 on the basis of the international standard industrial 
classification of all economic activities. 

The series are published in the Supplement on the base 1948= 100. 


Employment in Manufacturing 


Changes in the Tables 
Puerto Rico. 
The series appearing hitherto in the Supplement has been replaced by a 
new series based on statistics of establishments. 


Definition and coverage. The data relate to the total number of employees 
on pay-rolls of manufacturing establishments throughout the whole country. 
Proprietors, self-employed persons, unpaid family workers and members 
of the armed forces are excluded. All manufacturing industries are covered. 
Home needlework is excluded. 


Computation. The information obtained each month from reporting 
establishments is used in conjunction with the last preceding complete 
enumeration to obtain an estimate for all manufacturing establishments. 
The estimates are revised as data become available from complete enumera- 
tions. 


Sources. Complete enumeration of manufacturing establishments in 
1949, October 1952 and October 1953. Data are collected from about 925 
establishments which employ roughly 94 per cent. of all employees in 
manufacturing, according to the census enumeration of October 1953. 

Data are published in the Supplement in form of index-numbers, base 
1949= 100. 


Consumer Price Indices 


Changes in the Tables 
Cuba (Havana). 


Starting with the present issue of the Supplement, a new series of consu- 
mer price indices (original base 1953=100) has been introduced. It is 
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based on a family-living study conducted by the National Bank of Cuba 
in 1953, covering wage earners and salaried employees’ families with annual 
income in 1953 ranging from $500 to $3,000. 

Prices are collected on the 15th of each month at more than 200 outlets 
distributed in Havana. 

The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed base. 
The number of items and percentage weights used in the compilation of 
the index are as follows :
